U.S. Judge 
Denies Atom

Clemency Refusal 
Leaves Final Hope

NEW YORK Lf)—A federal judge 
today denied an appeal to save the 
atom spy team of Julius Rosen­ 
berg and his wife, Ethel, from 
death in the electric chair. 
The denial was made by Federal 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman after 
hearing a clemency plea for the 
two. They are in Sing Sing prison, 
scheduled to die the week of Jan. 
ll. 
Kaufman said in denying clem­ 
ency; 
“ I still feel that their crime was 
worse than m urder.” 
The 
Rosenbergs’ 
only 
appeal 
now is to the White House. If 
President Truman should stay the 
execution, the case might become 
President - election Eisenhower’s 
responsibility because of the Jan. 
20 inauguration. 
Kaufman, 
who 
sentenced 
the 
couple to death, said in his opin­ 
ion: 
“ I have meditated and reflected 
long and difficult hours over the 
sentence in this case. I have stud­ 
ied and restudied the record and 
I have seen nothing, nor has any­ 
thing been presented to me, to 
cause me to change the sentence 
originally imposed. I still feel that 
their crime was worse than m ur­ 
der.”

A decision on control policies is 
one of the pressing problems fac­ 
ing the Eisenhower adm inistration 
and the new Republican-controlled 
Congress. 
The com m ittee of six Dem ocrats 
and five Republicans, one of them 
Rep. Charles Halleck of Indiana, 
incoming Republican floor leader, 
was unanimous in saying controls 
could be dropped without price 
rises. It said decontrol w’ould help 
provide a smooth transition “ back 
to free com petition.” 
The com m ittee asserted there 
had been “ ineptitude” and “de-; 
terioration in the caliber of per­ 
sonnel” in the present emergency 
control agencies. Falling p rices.’ 
the com m ittee continued, showed 
that decontrol could be accom ­ 
plished if tax, spending and credit: 
policies were used to fight infla­ 
tion. It recom mended some pro­ 
vision to perm it presidential im ­ 
position of a limited price freeze 
in any future em ergency. 
The com m ittee set no decontrol 
dates except to say steel alloca-, 
tions should be term inated by the 
end of M arch and alum inum and 
copper decontrolled as soon as 
possible. Wage, price and rent con­ 
trols expire 
under present 
law 
April 30. priority and allocation 
rules for scarce m aterials June 
30. 
The com m ittee said the percertt- 
age of defense contracts awarded 
to sm all firm s had dropped stead­ 
ily since the Korean W ar started 
and the D epartm ent of Defense 
had not been effective in revers­ 
ing the trend.

Advance Notice 


It is a fixed fact of political and popular 
psychology in this country that every burp and 
grunt from the Kremlin will be interpreted and 
examined for signs of hope. 
Needless to say, the Kremlinites have taken 
note of this. One enigmatic statement in the 
United Nations by a Russian mouthpiece who 
wouldn’t give his own grandmother the time 
of day was built up into the Korean truce ne­ 
gotiations. The wishful thinking of Americans 
makes them easy prey for psychological w ar­ 
fare. 
There is nothing that can be done about it— 
nothing that should be done about it. Free dis­ 
cussion is the built-in strength of popular gov­ 
ernment. It is unfortunate but unavoidable that 
dictators take advantage of it to exploit what 
is, from their point of view, a weakness. 
A popular government has no secrets from 
itself, its friends, or its enemies. It cannot 
act without advance notice. It cannot err with­ 
out recriminations. It cannot pursue a secret 
policy. 
It cannot 
make 
secret 
agreements, 
though its chief executives never tire of try­ 
ing to make them. It cannot bar its doors to 
propaganda parading as news. 
But there is no reason why it should not 
evaluate — and that is why many Americans 
now are questioning the handling of the latest 
burps and grunts from Stalin. 
If the Kremlin ever decides to pursue peace 
seriously, that fact will be evident immediate­ 
ly. 
It will quit spreading 
hate propaganda 
against the United States. It will quit furnish­ 
ing the North Koreans and Red Chinese with 
munitions. Stalin won’t need to make a sound— 
not one burp nor one grunt to be interpreted 
and analyzed by people who never quit hoping. 


Ride-Stealing 


New York City’s bus crisis may lead to a 
nationwide showdown on transportation policy. 
Will people who use public conveyances in 
mass-transportation centers continue to steal 
rides and parts of rides? Or will they pay 
their way?

The National Civil Service League, a 71-vear- 
cld organization interested in the development 
of better public personnel, has some advice for 
the incoming administration. 
It recommends that President - elect Eisen­ 
hower* and his new government should save 
SI in every $10 now being spent for the federal 
payroll. If this were done intelligently, says 
the National Civil Service League, taxpayers 
would save even more in efficiency. 
This is the same way Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer said he felt about European aid after

There are too many employes and they waste 
money, in his opinion. 
The National Civil Service League has been 
surveying government employment.

Note To Housewives 


Housewives could lighten the Spring-cleaning 
back-breaking bugaboo by taking some’ tips 
from industry and large institutions. 
“ By watching the way the cleaning is done 
in hotels, office buildings and hospitals, house­ 
wives can learn to make their own tasks easi­ 
e r.” a home m anagement specialist, U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, explains. “The char 
women assemble all their cleaning utensils and 
supplies and carry them with them from spot 
to spot. This saves running back to the storage 
closet for individual items. Furthermore, they 
try to put them all in something easy to carry 
or something to pull along on wheels.”

It has rained or snowed 14 times 
in 50 years on Jan. 20. so on any 
Jan. 20 during those years the 
chances are 14 out of 50 there 
wouldn’t be moisture falling. 
Weather Bureau experts set up 
a combination of conditions that 
would define weather as pleasant 
or unpleasant. Then they meas­ 
ured each Jan. 20 against these 
patterns. 
It is on that basis that they de­ 
cided the chances are almost ex­

On that day the volume of sun­ 
shine was 64 per cent of the 
greatest amount possible for Wash­ 
ington to receive at that time of 
year, the air was virtually mo­ 
tionless with a wind of only two 
miles per hour and the tem pera­ 
ture rose to 62. It felt like spring. 
The coldest Jan. 20 was in 1940 
when the tem perature went to 8 
above zero at its low point and 
never got over 23 above zero. 
One of the worst of the lot was 
the Jan. 20 of 1935. The ground 
was covered by 3.9 inches of snow. 
The Weather Bureau didn’t use 
inauguration day as a base for 
studying the weather records, be­ 
cause the date for inauguration 
was changed in 1936. 
Until then 
the incoming president took over 
on March 4. 
Unlike some other parts of the 
nation, scarcely any weather is 
“unusual” in Washington.

New Villain Found 
In Artery Hardening 
SAN FRANCISCO (UP) — Cho 
lesterol, recently believed to be the 
killer in deaths from hardening of 
the arteries, may be acquitted. Ex­ 
periments by two University of 
California 
scientists have intro­ 
duced a new villain, mucoproteins. 
Drs. Jam es F. Rinehart and 
Henry D. Moon studied arteries of 
250 victims of coronary throm­ 
bosis resulting from hardened ar­ 
teries. In many cases there was 
little cholesterol, a fatty substance. 
Instead, cases seemed to origi­ 
nate with deposits of mucropro- 
teins, 
large carbohydrate mole­ 
cules linked to proteins. Chole­ 
sterol or other substances were de­ 
posited later. 
Their inference was that hard­ 
ening of the arteries is connected 
with protein 
metabolism rather 
than fat metabolism.

La Boheme Stands Up Well In English

I don’t know how anyone can 
Dietz’ English version of La Bo­ 
heme at the Metropolitan Opera, 
which was broadcast over ABC ra­ 
dio last Satur­ 
day, was greet­ 
ed with shouts 
of “b r a v i s- 
simo.” In other 
words, w h i l e 
Dietz had con­ 
trived v e r y 
s k i l l f u l l y 
to translate the 
P u c c i n i op­ 
era into Eng­ 
lish, he didn’t 
manage to translate the audience 
Into English, too. The proper ejac­ 
ulation of approval for an English- 
language rendition of opera is not 
“bravissimo” but “just great.” 
The same spirit that prompted 
the “bravissimos,” it seems to me, 
settled heavily on the music crit­ 
ics who viewed the Dietz libretto 
with something less than wild en­ 
thusiasm. 
There was considerable mutter­ 
ing in print that he had cheapened 
the opera and changed the spirit 
of it. Of course, among traditional 
opera lovers, a crusty bunch, some 
of this could be expected. There 
wag a certain amount of initial 
resentment that Howard Dietz, a 
Broadway character who co-author­ 
ed The Bandwagon and I n s i d e 
U.S.A., and Joseph Mankiewicz, a 
Hollywood character who directed 
among other things, All About Eve, 
were permitted to lay their hands 
on Puccini in the first place. 


OPERA IS generally a closed 
aristocracy and outsiders, partic­ 
ularly such crassly successful ones 
as Dietz and Mankiewicz, were re­ 
garded with grave suspicion. 
My own decidedly amateur opin­ 
ion is that the Dietz libretto was 
an immensely ingenious, gay and 
singable interpretation of one of 
the most beloved of all operas. 
There were some violations of 
the mood of the opera, but then 
it’s hard to see how any major 
works can be transformed from 
Italian into English without it. Aft­ 
er all, there are certain irreconcil­ 
able differences in the language. 
Dietz’ version had a jauntiness 
and simplicity and sheer s t a b i l­ 
ity that is sorely missing from 
the only other English version I 
ever saw (that of W. Grist and 
P. Pinkerton). The first entrance 
of Colline, for example, when he 
returns from an unsuccessful visit

Help On Construction 


WASHINGTON iiP—Rep. Polk (D- 
Ohio) said today he may offer 
legislation to revive federal aid for 
school construction and to continue 
such aid for school maintenance. 
The Ohioan, who represents a 
district in which the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission will build a giant 
production plant, also told a re­ 
porter he may seek adequate funds 
to pay for hospitals in critical de­ 
fense areas. 
The law providing federal help 
for school construction died last 
June 30. The law offering help for 
school upkeep expires next June 
30—before the real impact of the 
new atomic plant and its thousands 
of workers can be felt in the sur­ 
rounding Southern Ohio area. 
Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) said some 
time ago that he would offer a bill 
to resume the school construction 
help. 
The Public Health Service has 
contended it got little money from 
Congress for hospital construction 
in defense areas and that most of 
this is gone. 
For that reason, officials have 
said, the health service could not 
approve federal money to build a 
new permanent hospital in Pike 
County in the A-plant area. 
The government has offered some 
m onev to help build a temporary 
structure, but local officials have 
held out for a permanent installa­ 
tion.
